Tb* Town Council held en adjourned 
meeting Wsdusadsy night tor the pur* 
poee of loaeldertng the report of the 
Fire Committee on the proposed new Ore 
biiUMi. Councilman Pa* rand, Chairman 
of lb# Fire Committee, Id prrseotltg hie 
report, elated that he aaaumed that the 
action of the Council with reaped to the 
purcheae of the Escalator Hoe* Com¬ 
pany's property and the erection of new 
bouaee for Active Uoee CmpaLy and 
Montgomery iloae Company wa# atilt lb 
force, end the only matter needing 
further attention wee that of bead* 
quarter* for Es#«x Truck Company and 
Fboulx Uoee Company. Mr. Farraod 
made the cuatomary eulogy of the Ore- 
men and their services, and aald It waa 
Incumbent upon the Council to provide 
them with comfortable beadquartere. 

The beat propoeitlou that the Fire 
Commlltaa bad received to the way of 
•cabling It to carry out Ita plana, Mr. 
Ferrand aald, waa from R N. Dodd, who 
offered to a«U the building and proparty 
on Olacwood avenue koowo aa Dodd'a 
livery atable to the towo. 

Mr Farr and aubmlttad plana .bowing 
tb# vartoua purpoaaa for wblob the build¬ 
ing could be utilized. There were 
accommodation, (or two (Ira oompenlae, 
the fire alarm ayeUm, the polloe. Bra 
and aawar departments, Town Couo- 
Oll, Towo Dark. Tax Collector, Towo 
lagtoaer and Board of Health offices. 
Also a to rage room lo the baaament for 
tka a treat department tool# and ma- 
oblaary. 

▲ wall koowo builder, Mr. Farraod 
add, bag at tka request of tka Ftra 
Committee made aa examination of the 
Dodd building and pronounced U In good 
ooodltioQ and Dot over 1100 would be 
required to be expended on the outalde 
walla. Tbe purobeee price of tbo prop, 
orty ana tbe money required to mnbo 
tbo ultorettowe lo tbe building for towo 
oflleeo won 00,000. Mr. Farraod epobe 
la favor of tbo purehaoe of tbo Dodd 
bolidtag, and oooaldered H a atop la Ua 
direction of eoooomy, aod ha made a 
motion that tbe property be purchased. 
Tbe motion wo* followed by a long 
nlleoce, during which the Couociimeo 
looked from one to (he other to eee who 
waa going to oooood tbe motion. 

Couocl.ro »<j Chebot finely aaaumed 
the responsibility. 

Before the dlaouaalon began the mem- 
a of tbo Council .panl acme time lo 
loopeotlon ok the drawinga aubmlttad 
Mr Farraod. After eee a Couuollmao 
Bad made blmeeif familiar with the 
plaoa, tba discussion of Mr Farraad'e 
motion waa opeoad by Mr. Walker, who 
naked what the eoet of tba property 
wlto all tka repairs anJ alterations 
would be.

Mr. Fernand taU that tbo Fire Com* 
mlttao bad approximate estimates from 
maeooa, ' oarpeotera. plumber, ‘-and 
pa In tare as to tbe eoet of tbe repair* nod 
alterations. 

Mr. Wether aald that In bla paraooal 
experience aod lo bis .observations of tba 
construction of public werke, be found 
that there waa Invariably a wide 
difference between * approximate aad 
actual estimate* Tba latter ware gen¬ 
erally much higher ibaa tba former, and 
be was afraid that would be tba case In 
tbo pro poet t Ion now beforo the Council. 
Mr. Farraod aald that bide bad been 
ed for tbe several parts of tbe 
orb, but were not competitive bide, 
but If Mr. Walker desired It tba Ftp* 
Committee would procure other bide. 

Mr. Moore aald that he agreed with 
Mr. Walker with respect to the bide now 
In tbe bands of the Fire Com ml tee. “We 
have not,'* Mr. Moore said, “auoh figures 
beforo on aa any one of ua would requlro 
In oar private business." Mr. Moore 
Mggested that an architect get offialal 
and definite bide, and be spoke at con¬

Mr. Walker again attacked the propo¬ 
sition on tbe ground cf ••xpenae. 11- did 
Dot believe tbe town office* could he 
maintained at a* low a coat as *at 
present, lie aald that It was all right 
to provide t-r the fir-m-o, but this 
proposition mode provision (or a whole 
lot of other people who were now well 
cared for. He opposed any further Issue 
of bonds until the present hooded In¬ 
debtedness waa materially reduced 

Mr. Ferraud withdrew hla motion for 
the purchase of the Dodd building to 
make way for Councilman Harrison's 
motion that the matter be referred back 
to tbe Fire Committee for further con¬ 
st derail on.

John Almond Cadmus celebrated the 
ninety-second anniversary of bla birth¬ 
day on Saturday last. Ha resides with 
hie nephew, W. Wallace Cadmus, on 
Franklin atraet. Mr. Cedmaa waa born 
here In 1811 In tba old Cadmus home¬ 
stead In Washington atraet. 

Hie father, Thomas Cadmus, Jr., was 
a son of Colonel Thomas Cadmus, who 
served with great credit In the War of 
tbo Revolution, and who also was born 
In tbs old Washington street home. He 
was tba sixth of thirteen ‘children and 
• moth as lived to tb* age of ninety* 
four. Mine of tbe children lived to be 
seventy or more. 

Hla early life wen epeot on the old 
farm. Be later coed acted * 
shop In Brooklyn, and after many y< 
went le live with bla daughter at Maw 
City. H. T. He then returned to tl 
town, and expects to die In tba town In 
which be waa born. 

Hla memory le ayil very good end be 
love* to recall tba time be Journeyed to 
Newark to gat a glimpse ot General 
Lafayette when tbe latter pass'd 
through that city. He also heard Heory 
Clay apeak on the Lower Common In 
Newark. Mr. Cadmus shook hands with 
Daniel Webster end was at the funeral 
of JoLn Quincy Adams. 

He remembers 'tbe fleet b of all the 
Presidents of the Coiled State* exoept 
Washington, aod telle of a peseta, a 
Spanish coin, which General Washington 
gave bla father when tbe American 
army waa wintering at Morristown 
Oeoerol Washington took n great liking 
to bln father aod often eo w vareed with 
him during those eventful day*. Mr. 
Cadmus bae always been strictly tern 
perata In bla habit* end ben nevm 
touched alcoholic liquor In any form. 
Ha In tbe oldest living member of 
eld First Presbyterian Ob arch of 
town, and woe baptised by tbe 
Cyrus 1. OUderatesve, the second min¬ 
ister who occupied toe pulpU of 
chut eh. He baa one eon. two daughters, 
seven grandchildren and two grant* 
graodohlldreo living.

With tba exception of tb* announce¬ 
ment of Towo Clark Johnson of tb* re¬ 
sult of the special election held oo 
Tuesday, November 10, notblog was 
Bald at tb* Towo Council meeting Mon¬ 
day night about tb* water question. 
This wee contrary to tbe expectations of 
a number of cltlxens Who attended the 
meeting for tbe special purpose of bear¬ 
ing the Council announce tba next step 
lo regard to the water auppty problem. 

The abaeooe from the meeting of 
Counctlmao Harrison, Chairman of tbe 
Water Committee, probably accounted 
for tbe alienee Monday night. Other 
members of the Council will naturally 
look to Dr. Harrison to Uke tbe 
Initiative In any future action In regard 
to water on the part of the Council. 
It bae been rumored during the past 
sen that (he dlfT-renoee of opinion be¬ 
tween like Council and tbe other eight 
mam tiers of the Committee of Ftfteeo 
having been eff-ctuaily eettlad at toe 
pulls, that body la likely to get together 
again and take up the consideration of 
lbs work It was appointed to do, aod 
that It will be pursued along harmo¬ 
nious lines. Tbe majority of oltlxens no 
doubt would Use to see such a course 
pursued. The break between tba two 
constituent badlea of tba Committee of 
Fifteen wa* unfortunate aod somewhat 
expensive. The special election cleared 
tbe ground for beginning 'work anew, 
aod there need be no further difference 
of opinion oo one Important point, 
oamaly, the attitude of tbe people to¬ 
ward paying tba prloe asked by the Or¬ 
ange Water Company (or the plant lo 
this town. 

Tb* public meeting -held on October 
29 advised, by resolution that tbe Co ua¬ 
di tender tbe Orange Water Oompeny 
190,000 for It* plant. This offer. In tb* 
opinion of some mam bars of tb* Ooon- 
dl, may be utter tnnIMbaa**. bs 
tbales* tk* sentiment of tk* people ap¬ 
pear* to direct that It shall be made,aad 
tb* Council will suffer oo lose of dignity 
la saaking tk* offer, even if It I* don* la 
a perfunctory way and la tke (no* of 

tb* moat convincing evidence_ 

offsr wa be rejected! even Ignored. It 
I* not understood that tk* offer of *90,- 
000 offered aad advised nt tk* pobiio 
meeting Is aa arbitrary on*. It Is prob¬ 
ably put forth for tbs purpose of getting 
on tb* flexible ground of oompromlas, 
with * view to reaching a mutual agree¬ 
ment between tb* water company and 
tb* people aa to a purchase prloe. If 
lb* water oompeny refuses to carry on 
any further negotiations, tba resolutions 
adopted at tbe publio meeting anticipat¬ 
ing such a contingency, tbe resolution 
further advised that step* be taken for 
tbe construction of a new system of 
water pipes In tba town. 8oma people 
baT* Inclined U tb* opinion that this 
latter part of tbe resolution wa* looking 
la alnosrlty of purpose aad wan put forth 
with • view to flaunting a scarecrow be¬ 
fore tbe Orange Water Oompeny. Buck 
a dew of lb* oas* Is absurdly foolish. 
Tb* Orange Water Oompeny la proof 
against searaerows of any kind, and 
oona waa better aware of that fast than 
tbs party who prepared lb* resolution 
for presentation to that meeting. Tb* 
proper oourae for tb* Oouweli to take. If 
tb* members lo not desire to have un¬ 
official people associated with them lo 
the Iran section of a matter of such Im¬ 
portance a* tb* water question, Is to 
trust tbe public masting resolutions a* 
sincere expressions of tb* public will, 
and aa auoh to be carried out to tb* full 
exteot. If tbe Oommltte* of Fifteen 
can be rebebllulaled aad Its work re¬ 
sumed with a spirit of saloon between 
official and u ooffletel me m be r s, then It 
might be prudent to hold action on tbe 
resolutions In abeyance for a while.
